be read without note or comment ; and 
whether the words ‘ instruction’ meant the 
reading only ?”

STEWART’S ISLAND. 



In contemplation of a Scandinavian aettle- 
jicnt being formed in this outlying portion 
(if our Province, it m iy perchance prove in- 
teresting to our readers if we lay before them 
some of tl>e results of the reports of Professor 
James G. Black and the Commissioner of 
Cro\vn liands, Invercargill, on their visit of 
enquiry as to its suitability for settlement. 
The party consisted of Messrs Cutten, Sale, 
Maegregor, Pearson, and Black. The eastern 
portion of the coast alone was examined. 

Port William, the nearest harbour to the 
0 Bluff, is twenty miles distant ; it is easily en- 
n terei with any wind, “ as its entrance is more 
ia (ban a mile and a half wide.” There is an 
'! inner entrance about sixty chains in width, 
j (admitting vessels of large tonnage,) to the 
! inner portion of which the term *' Port Wfl- 
i liaitt” is now restricted. “ Prom its position 
: it will probably be the most important har- 
Hour in Stewart’s Island. The land is of sn- 
jperior quality, as evidenced by the crops ob- 
itained from the small patches which have 
\ been cultivated. Though as a rule hilly, it is 
not too steep for cultivation, and is so situ- 
isted that tlie greater portion of the slopes 
have a north-east aspect.” — Southland Gazette, 
Ijan. 21, 1867. 

The bay is full of small, sheltered coves 
nnd nooks, and contains, in its timber and 
fish resources, valuable adjuncts to the har- 
ibour.

Half-moon Bay, with a wider entrance than 
j!ie former, and reaching further inland, is 
better protected from winds ; while “ the low 
beaches in this Bay, as in many other parts 
b[ tlie island, are connected with the interior 
bf the country by suuie extent of compara- 
tively flat land, offering great facilities for 
^altiv.atioii. There is a large extent of coun- 
|tv ill the rear of this Bay that could easily 
He reclaimed, and that would in a few years 
Uaiply rep.ay the labour of clearing it. A 
^uiiibsr of families, chiefly Germans, have 
tsttleil in this part of the island. They have 
ircady cleared from 83 to 100 acres of ground, 
»id are growing excellent crops of oats, pota- 
fies, and turnips ; while tlieir grass paddocks 
fed vegetable and fruit gardens ai'e scarcely 
ijualled in the long-settled districts in the 
ftsighbinirhood of Dunedin. I have never 
ften a population more satisfied with their 
own condition, nor better supplied with the 
iecessarics of life.” 

P.itersan Inlet, (which probably owes its 
dmfiguration to the same cause as the Sounds 
m the West Coast of this Province,) is de- 
scribed ,as likely to form the most important 
ferbunr fur trading purposes in the island. 
|The party was favourably impressed with the 
"iniate, beaut'% and fertility of tliis part of 
the island. Professor Black says: — “The 
i^nwond with which it is at present encum- 
bered will, one would think, some day emn- 
Bkiul a price that will pay for its removal, 
Wd then thousands of acres of good laud 
(ill be added to the productive resources of 
he country.”

fishermen and boat builders, but have a prac- 
tical knowledge of mining and metallurgy, 
which, as they would be constantly in the loca- 
lities, would prove of greater service in dis- 
covering any mineral wealth which may exi.st, 
than a higher grade of science visiting the 
island for a few weeks, though sent for the 
express purpose.” 

Summing up its general capabilities for 
settlement, Mr Pearson writes : — 

“ Stewart Island is so singularly favourably 
situated for the proper class of settlers, that 
it is difficult to determine what they could 
not do. With good crafts, bold hearts, and 
skilful hands, the fislieriuan could, at the 
properseason, vary the ordinary business of his 
life by the exciting occupation of whaling and 
sealing. The waters in the vicinity of the 
island were at one time frequented by large 
numbers of the various members of the Ceta- 
ceous and Phocidie families. Indeed, at 
Wilson, or Bread Bay, there was, years ago, 
a very considei'able whaling settlement ; and 
from what I can learn, the whales and seals 
are beginning to return to their old haunts. 
Though there is no occasion for him to con- 
fine his energies to his own territory, like the 
Vikings of old, he can, though witli a more 
peaceful intent, steer his bark to foreign 
shores. He can wage war on the seal at the 
Auckland, C.uiiphell, and Macquarrie Islands 
to the south, or seek it in the mimerous 
caves in the deep sounds of the west coast of 
tlie main, from Preservation Inlet to Martin’s 
Bay. He cun cnii.se through Foveaux Strait 
and round his island home in pursuit of the 
richest fish the sea produces — the whale ; or 
sail to the Snares for mutton birds, and alba- 
tross and other sea-fowl feathers. The first, 
dried and smoked, sell readily at from four to 
five shillings a dozen wholesale in tlie local 
market, for exportation to the North ; and 
feathers — miittun bird at fivepence a iiouiid, 
albatross for considerably mure. With a 
craft of his own, tlie Stewart Islander can 
take his mutton birds not required for home 
consumption to the bast market, the North 
Isband, where the Maoris, I understand, give 
as high as twelve or more shillings a dozen 
tor them ; and he can, unlike the ordinary 
whaler, do all this without risk, danger, or 
loss of time, always within easy reach of his 
home. Wliile trawling, if he seei a whale, 
he can, if prepared, give cliaie, and, if lie 
gets his monster fish, tow it homo anl trj^ it 
out at his leisure ; if he loses it, go on trawl- 
I ing, always sure of a return of some sort. 
He lives in a genial climate, with the means 
of siihsistence, nay, wealth at command, and 
surrounded with such comfort as fe v of his 
calling experience, either in the lioiiie coun- 
try or the bitter wintci’s of Nova Scotia. To 
the fishenneii the Government projiose to 
bring out, or Nova Scotians, Stewart Island 
will preve a very jiaraliso. 

“ The scenery is magnificent. At the south 
and west coasts of the island, the weiid ap- 
pearaiiee of the jagged mountains— the faii- 
histio fissures in tlie hare rocky islands and 
coast, worn by the turbulent seas to whidi 
they are exposed — ^tlie lofty cones of bare 
granite — the singular colour of tlie rocks abut- 
ting on the ocean, unite in conferring a degree 
of grandeur to the tiible.au such .as I have not 
seen equalled in any p.art of New Zealand — 
while the natural heiuity of the land.scapo in 
Paterson Inlet and Port Peg.asiis is 'eipial to 
that of the Sydney llarhonr, setting on one 
side of course the artiticial adjuncts of culti- 
vated shores and urnainented villas.” 

It will thus he seen that, apart from the 
tim'mr and fisheries of Stcivivt’s Island, it 
contains many of tlie essential elenients of 
a successful settlement: aiiioug them, avail- 
able agricultural land and known mineral 
wealth. Our knowledge of its geological for- 
i Illation is too meagre to form an (qiinion as 
I to whether coal maybe found in some iiiidis- 
! covered localities. Probalfly not. But when 
i the Souttiliml coal-basin is proved, fuel, 

I limestone, fireclay, and all the iiiateri.al iio- 
jcossary tor blasting-furnaces will be easy of 
access, to utilise the titauiforous sands of t'his 
newsotthnnent. Whatevermay bo the opinion 
of inducing the Norsemen to occupy this por- 
tion of our “ waste” land, it is only wise to 
remember two facts ; — 1. By climatic educa- 
tion and mode of life, they are eminently 
fitted for tlie t:isk assigned them. — 2. Wo arc

Sledging in Berlin.

A fictitious liyeliiiess, that will melt awiy 
under the breath of the first southerly w n 1, 
has been for tlie last day or two imparted to 
this most melancholy of cities by “the tin- 
tinnabulation of the bells, bulls, bells,” which 
are incessantly ringing, day and night, in 
every qinu-ter of the German c.apital. An 
eruption of bells has broken out all over har- 
ness of every description ; the late drosshky 
horses, now attivched to chinny sledges very 
much resembling old-fashioned country poud- 
punts, are attended, as they hobble along, by 
joyful sounds that seem to mock the utter 
dolefnlness of their aspect and gait. An ad- 
jutant’s hoi-se is a low-spirited beast, as a 
rule ; but, compared with a Berlin droschky 
horse, he is a very Joe Miller among horses. 
There is a deep and abiding niounifulness 
about the latter quadruped that seldom fails 
to impart itself to him who hires a hack con- 
veyance in this city with the purpose of sav- 
ing time. An Irtsii friend, driving down the 
Diiulen with me the other day, in one of the 
ramshackle old wind-traps that arc called by 
a name which, on the banks of the Neva, is 
synonymous with a Mazeppa-like sort of lo- 
comotion, observed, as we jolted along, 
“Barring we stopiied altogether, I don’t see 
liow we could go any slower than this.” Tli 's 
may sound like a bull, but it aptly described,

LAND TRANSFER ACT. 



L ands alienated or Contracted 

to te Alienated from tlie C^o^7n in fee, 
•prior to the coming into the operation of “ The 
Laud Transfer Act, 1870,’’ may be brought un- 
der the provisions of tho Act by application from 
the persons entitled thereto. 

All lands alienated from the Crown after 
the coming into operation of “The Land Trans- 
fer Act, 1870, ” are subject to, and must be dealt 
with in maimer prescribed by tho Act. 



The following are examples of the fees payable 
■for bringing land under the provisions of the 
Land Transfer Act : — -
